Mr. Noble said yesterday that deli-

One-third of the entire assessed valua- 


tion of the state of California is in Los 
Angeles county, or a total of $1,414,000, 
according to a statement made on Tues- 
day evening at Glondora by County 
Assessor E. W. Hopkins, who made an 
address before the monthly banquet 
meeting of the Associated Chambers 
of Commerce of the San Gabriel valley. 


There are 464,000 percels of real es- 


tate in the county, the speaker said. 
If tflie entire assessment placed against 
orange groves were wiped off the books 
it would make only a difference of 
about one per cent in the annual result 
in taxation, a statement which he made 
in showing that the enormous expansion 
in all lines of business- and in building 
has taken precedence over agricultural 
growth in spite of the fact that Los 
Angeles, county leads the world in re- 
turns from agricultural products. The 
loss of a great mercantile concern like 
that of Hamburger's would result in a 
greater loss in taxation than the remov- 
al of such a district as Charter Oak, he 
said. Seventy thousand new buildings 
have been built in the county during 
the past year, he stated. 


Assessor Hopkins stated that an in- 


creased force of deputies started work 
this week to revalue groves in the 
frosted districts, and declared that his 
office will make a separate valuation of 
every citrus property, 
so that t%e 


amount of damage in each grove will 
be carefully taken into consideration in 
the coming assessment. But it is a fact, 
lie said, that a certain fixed amount of 
expenses in all parts of the county must 
be met from taxable sources. As an 
illustration he said that the city and 
locality of Glendora had a present rate 
of $51.40 on each one thousand dollars, 
and that all the county receives of this 
amount is $6.80. Tlhe remainder is a 
tax that ^s fixed because of bond issues 
and road 'improvements- tta& Tnustr be 
met. If ~ the citrus 'groves are revalued 
downward to any appreciable extent it 
would be impossible to meet these fixed 
local expenses, as the orange and lemon 
properties are' practically all the prop- 
erty that is taxable-in this district for 
fixed expenses. Glendora city's taxation 
is handled through the county assessor's 
office, which is true of most municipali- 
ties, but otherwise the situation as to 
the meeting of fixed taxation is anala- 
gous to any of the communitie's in the 
citrus belt. 


An ;address, '' The Constitution of the. 


United States," was delivered by At-: 
torney Harry Atwood of Chicago, which 
was essentially the same address deliv- 
ered in Covina recently before the Co- 
vina Men's Club.

Many pfople of the Covina valley,

Covina platoon of the twenty-fourth 
company, Coast Artillery, and drilled 
in Covina'during that winter.. He went 
to Fort M"cArthur with his company in 
1917, arid'was in the service until the 
summer of: the following year, when he 
was discharged for family dependency1, 
on account of the death of his father 
in that year. He rose to the rank of 
sergeant because of his faithful and in- 
telligent application -to the work in 
the army, and was well liked by all his 
companions. 


The services were held at the Luth- 


eran church on Tuesday afternoon, and 
were conducted by Eev. Michel of the 
were conducted by Rev. Meikle of the 
Lutheran church, of which he was a 
member: Members of the church joined 
in congregational singing. There were 
a number of members of the American 
Legion present.

Valley Rancher Dies 


Of Plural Pneumonia 


Application for a permit to erect 


wholesaling tanks at the corner of Sec- 
ond and Badillo streets in Covina, made 
by the Standard Oil Company, was re- 
fused by the board of trustees of the 
city of Covina at a meeting held on 
Tuesday evening. 


The permit was opposed by a petition 


signed by a large number of citizens, 
headed by J. S. West of Second street, 
whoso property is on the opposite cor- 
ner of the proposed site of the gasoline 
tanks. Mr. West made a very able and 
convincing argument as to the fire haz- 
ard which he alleged would result 
through the storing of a large amount 
of gasoline and oil at that point. 


, The trustees also decided by vote not 
to press the matter of paving First, 
Second and Third streets at this time. 
This is a form of improvement that 
would come up under the Vrooman act, 
and would require a petition carrying 
an authorization from three-fourths of 
the property frontage. Action to circu- 
late such petitions takes a four-fifths 
vote of the council. 


It w,as considered that because of 


the restricted business revenue of the 
city due to the recent freeze of the 
citrus groves the circulating of such 
petitions would be unavailing at this 
time.

Imperial Valley Seer 


Dies In Los Angeles 


By J. L. MATTHEWS 


Twenty-one years ago this coming 


April, I was one of a small party that 
navigated through the sand storms of 
the Imperial valley in a. wagon, steering 
our course by compass. There were no 
landmarks to amount to anything. The 
valley looked like just what it was—a 
great inland sea-bed. 


In the party, and the most important 


member of it by far, was Charles E. 
Bockwood, irrigation engineer, -whose 
death occurred in Los Angeles this 
week. Others were L. M. Holt, a pub- 
licity man and noted promoter, for 
whom Holt avenue in Pomona is named, 
and S. W. Ferguson, the first president 
of the Imperial Land & Water Com- 
pany. 


On this trip a plan was worked out 


by which the waters of the Colorado 
river might be brought by a canal into 
that vast valley. Mr. Eockwood at this 
time was offered a commission by John 
C. Bcatty to look into the question of 
irrigating lands in northern Mexico. 
He reported unfavorably on this pro- 
ject, but while in that region became 
impressed with the possibility of bring- 
ing Colorado river water into what has 
since become the Imperial valley, one 
of the great producing districts of the 
world. 


Mr. Eockwood figured in the story, 


"The Winning of Barbara Worth," by 
Harold Bell Wright. It was from Eock- 
wood's career that Wright drew the 
character of "The Seer," one of the 
strongest characters ever produced by 
this popular novelist. 


The Imperial valley owes its incep- 


tion to Engineer Eockwood. As a token 
of respect to Ids memory many \owns 
in the Imperial valley arc this week 
holding memorial services.

E D I T O R I A L 


Who's Buying the Booze? 


A dozen people, with business more or less important, were 


standing in line outside the coop labeled "Vice-President," in 
the immense mausoleum known as the city's proudest and safest 
banking institution. On the main floor hundreds of people were 
milling around in an endeavor to get to the proper windows, 
eager to deposit their money where it would be safely guarded 
until it was needed again. Blue-coated officers with shining 
stars and with right-hand pocket bulging ominously, paced back 
and forth, keeping an eagle eye out for any suspicious char- 
acters. 


The line in front of the vice-president's coop fidgeted, but 


the conversation the august official was carrying on with his 
visitor seemed to go on pleasantly and with no apparent term- 
inal facilities. , 


'I happened by great luck to run into a friend last night 


who told me the name of a man who had a whole case of real 
Canadian Club," the vice-president was saying. "I had my sec- 
retary get him on the wire, and we struck a bargain. He held 
me up for a king's ransom, but I got the whisky." And so on, 
ad infinitum, ad nauseam—whisky, high class bootleggers, etc. 


It occurred to one of the humble persons waiting in the 


line that it would create a fearful uproar in that bank if a man 
should come in, demand the contents of the teller's cases and 
depart under cover of his gun. It would undoubtedly cause 
the officer of the law to get active. The officer might lose his 
life in the encounter. He might kill the bank-robber. "Why? 
Because it is against the law to use such raw, unrefined methods 
o£taking money away from people. It's against the law because 
it is morally wrong. The moral wrong was the incentive for the 
passage of the law. In the" event of such a happening, the vice- 
president wo\ild be the first man to rush into the street and at- 
tempt to get help to enforce this law and to arrest the law- 
breaker. 


But the vice-president of the bank is a confessed law-breaker 


himself, and one who has less excuse for the breaking of law than 
the misguided devil who comes' into the institution with a gun. 
The vice-president may loudly assert that he was not consulted 
when the eighteenth amendment was passed. Neither was he 
consulted when laws defining property rights were passed, ex- 
cepting that his ancestors sent reputable representatives to the 
halls of congress and to the law-making bodies of the county, 
state and municipality. 
There were people who stood for their 


-'personal liberty" when laws were passed making it a crime to 
commit highway robbery. 


Men who conduct responsible businesses in this nation had 


better learn that making a joke of the dry law is dangerous to 
all forms of self-government. There is absolutely no reason why 
a man/with a gun should not demand money at a bank teller's 
Avindow and get away with it if, on the other hand, the vice- 
president of the bank can violate another law on the statutes 
and do it with impunity. Why not make a joke out of the fact 
that a robber appeared at the bank and got away with a few 
thousand dollars? His act was in defiance of the law, but was 
he consulted about the making of the law? No, he simply made 
a law of his own, just as the vcie-president did when he ordered 
a case of whisky of the bootlegger. 


Let's face this thing from the standpoint of citizens of 


responsibility. Bootlegging will cease with great suddenness 
if all the people who respect other laws will respect the dry law. 
Bootlegging will then be a minute business carried on in the 
underworld, and will be very precarious and unprofitable. 


There is no great merit in arresting a bootlegger if officials 


high in responsible business continue to encourage them by their 
patronage. The violations of the eighteenth amendment have 
their inception at the top of society, not at'the bottom. 


Rear Admiral Sims 


It is greatly to be doubted whether the American people 


will find anything particularly reprehensible in the effort of 
Bear Admiral Sims' friends to persuade-congress to elevate him 
to the rank of admiral. There seems no deep damnation in the 
situation, even though the officer himself approves the move- 
ment and hopes to profit by it. The ambition is proper and 
worthy unaffected by whether or not there is doubt that his 
services have been such as to entitle him to an honor shared 
only by three others in the history of the navy. 


Kear Admiral Sims is highly unpopular in circles that resent 


plain speaking and would divest an army or naval officer of his 
ordinary rights of citizenship when he accepts a government 
commission. He was especially loathed by Secretary of the 
Navy Josephus Daniels, which of itself convinced many that 
there must be something good in this man Sims after all. An- 
glomaniacs denounce him because he was on excellent terms with 
the British naval authorities .whose associate he was during the 
"World War. These cannot forgive him because he declined to 
be the sort of boor they would have been, given the same oppor- 
tunity. 


Rear Admiral Sims may not have performed the naval ex- 


ploits essential to him who would wear the honor graced by 
Farragut, Porter and Dewey. Present day naval operations are 
of quite different character; the yardarm to yardarm fighting is 
a thing of the past. Fleet commanders no longer seek the most 
dangerous posts and an intelligent country would not permit it. 
But it is not of record, either, that General Pershiiig stationed 
himself 'in the front line trenches.—San Bernardino Telegram. 


The Argus believes, however, that admirals such as Sims 


are individuals holding down the wrong kind of job. Sims 
violated all the fundamental tenets of subordination at a critical 
time in our history. We spend several years training a gob to 
obey and keep his mouth shut. The army and the navy is a 
place where free speech ceases to be a prerogative, especially 
during Avar. Sims defied his superior officers, was arrogant and 
offensively talkative in the press and magazines. If he had a 
burning message that the people should have known he should 
have resigned and Avielded his pen in private life. He has not 
contributed much to good \vill between United States and other 
countries, and he has contributed a great amount of irritation in 
this country, all of which is contrary to the spirit of subordina- 
tion and obedience.

The purpose of the meeting^was 
to see what, if anything, could be done 
in the matter of cutting the assessments 
on groves which had been injured by 
frost.

'sor in a clear and concise manner and 
when the men took their departure they 
had been assured that there would be 
a reduction of the assessment on those 
groves where the trees had been destroy- 
ed or injured by the frost.

the Mission Inn at Riverside in 1909. 
In this connection, said the speaker, it 
is a wonderful thing to realize that of 
the three Washington navel orange trees 
brought here from Bahia, Brazil; in 1873, 
or less than 50 years ago, there arc now 
literally millions of descendants, not 
only in Southern California, but also in 
Florida, Australia, South Africa and 
even in Japan. One of these trees, all of 
them being at Riverside, died last sum- 
mer due to an over-dose of barnyard 
fertilizer. 


The speaker told of the marked im- 


provement made in groves by top work- 
ing and said that the only tree that had 
stumped the government experimenters 
is that which is known as the crumpled 
leaf lemon, some of these trees being 
on the place of W. A. Johnstone of San 
Dimas. In all other cases, he emphasiz- 
ed, the trees had been brought back to 
production within three years of time 
after budding. In answer to questions 
he said these referred to healthy trees 
only, as if afflicted with root disease or 
other sickness it would be best to dig 
it up. In top working, he added, it is 
important to keep down 
the 
sucker 


wood in order that the buds may not 
be smothered out. 


In enumerating over fourteen differ- 


ent strains of navel oranges and point- 
ing out some that arc very poor, such as 
the Australian strain, which makes a 
handsome and flourishing tree with 
everything except a good quantity of 
fruit. The speaker told of one limb that 
the government would not take a million 
dollars for. It is on a tree which is 
otherwise filled with perfect fruit, but 
on this one branch grows nothing but 
a thick-skinned, runty fruit as dry as 
a bone, a sample of which he showed. 
A bud from (his limb will produce the 
same kind of fruit on another tree, ho 
said. 
The Growers' Supply Company 


is now supplying buds to the nurseries 
from pedigreed trees. 


Undoubtedly, according to Frank 


Wheeler of Claremont, much of the sue' 
cess of the meeting with the assessor 
was due to the eloquent and convincing 
manner in which their side of the mat-

Touching allusions to the life and 


work of Dr. A. L. Shelton, Christian 
ihurch missionary who lost his life re- 
reeently in the wilds of Tibet, were 
made by all Covina ministers last Sun- 
day morning at the regular services, and 
the Covina ministerial association this 
week passed resolutions of condolence 
which were forwarded to the mission- 
ary's family at Pomona. 
Dr. Shelton was well known in Covina 
where he had spoken several times. His 
career had been watched with much in- 
terest and concern by local church sup- 
porters. It was on March 4 that his 
family in Pomona received the sad tele 
gram that the missionary had been kill 
ed by savage tribes near Batang, Tibet 


Once before Dr. Shelton was reported 


as being in great danger, an occasion 
when his rescue became an intcrnationa 
problem participated in by Great Bri 
tain and the United States. In January, 
1920, he was abducted by Chinese bri- 
gands and held for ransom. After hav- 
ing been a captive for three months he 
was left for dead in an old barn, but 
managed to make his escape.
